He 
proposed a corresponding tax on flour, 
and he would give special preference 
to the miller, withthe object of re- 
establishing one of oyr anctent indus- 
tries and of preventing a rush from the 
country to the town, and also of plac- 
ing corn, offal and feeding stuffs more 
cheaply within the possession of the 
farmer.

PARTY HOPELESSLY DIVIDED.

LONDON, Oct. 6—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.)

that both extra and regular sessions 
will be characterized by a great deal 
of talk and very little work. Campaign 
speeches in Jarge number will be made, 
so as to get them in the Congressional 
Record and make them available for 
circulation under franks next summer. 
The primary object in calling an extra 
session is to put through a resolution 
giving effect to the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty. 

The powerful interests that fought 
reciprocity with Cuba for so long seem 
now contented with the delay that they 
have occasioned, and do not seem to 
be preparing to make serious opposi- 
tion to the adoption of a_ resolution 
putting the treaty into effect. There 
will be some opposition, of cours?, 
from the men representing beet-sugar 
constituencies, but there is no reason 
to anticipate the failure of the reso- 
lution, 

The Republican leaders” having de- 
cided to postpone any action looking to 
the revision of the Dingley tariff until 
after the Presidential election, but

There are plans 
enough, but none of them can com- 
mand sufficient support to enable it 
to be put Congress, ¢uher as 
a party measure, or in any otger way. 
So this question will go over, and tne 
party in power will depend on the abil- 
ity of Secretary of the Treasury Shaw 
to stave off any alleged crisis. 


What may be termed in a_ general 
way the “labor question’ will come 
before Congress in many different 
forms. Some of tag more radical of 
the self-styled champions of the wage 
earners in Congress’ will doubtless in- 
troduce a bill designed to confine em- 
ployment of workmen by the United 
States to members of labor organiza- 
tions.

+ The truth of the matter is that, as 
the official head of eighty millions of 
le, the President of the United 
es is exposed to a multitude of 
@angers that never beset the private 
@itizen. Chief among all these 
@angers is that of violence at the 
Band of some demented person ‘with 
Gn imaginary grievance. A person of 
this c.sracter is dangerous princi- 
pally because he is secretive, and 
seldom makes his plans known to 
anybody in advance of their intended 
execution. 
he is apparentiy as sane as any man, 
and in fact is perfectly sane on all 
subjects except the one upon which 
hig mania hinges. Tnese dangervus 
often manage to get near 
to the President in spite of al! pre- 
cautions that are taken to insure his 
safety. How much greater would be 
the Pres.aent’s danger if he were not 
surrounded at all times by men 
charged witn the sole duty of guard- 
ing his person. 
_ The President of the United States 
is &O more nor less than a man, and 
a human life, in one sense, is no mure 
nor less than a human life. But in 
another sense (which is the rational 
and common sense point of view,) the 
President's life, since he is the officiat 
representative of so large an aggre- 
gation of interests, is of far a 
consequence than the life of 
private citizer® can possibly be. 
again, since the President, by retsom 
of tiie official position, is exposed ‘to 
unustal and extraordinary dangers, it 
is due to him as an individual that 
be shall be surrounded by unusual 
measures of protection.

AVE DONE ENOUGH FOR CUBA. 


In an interview with Senator 
Clark, published in The Ti of 
Tuesday, Mr. Clark’ was aa 
saying: ‘ 


“The action of the President in call- 
ing a especial session of Congress, 
which 1 understand is to be con- 
yened about November 9, seems to me 
to be uttefly unnec and useless. 
This speciai session, ft seems, is to 


} be for the.purpose of considerin; 


Cuban reciprocity. Cuban reciprocity, 
indeed! Doesn't it oreur tO you that 
we have done about enough for Cuba? 
We have spent a couple of hundre’l 
millions of dollars and thousands of 
American lives to wrench the yoke of 
tyranny from her neck and break the 
chains of bondage from her feet; we 
have given Cuba her independence, 
and started her on the highway of 
Republican prosperity. She is now 
not only able to stand,: but to walk, 
and is rapidiy learning to run. She 
has become able to take care of her- 
self; What more do we owe Cuba? 

“Is it. incumbent upon the United 
States to establish with her a_  s8o- 
called ‘reciprocity’ that shall—because 
it must—rebound in blows self-in- 
flicted upon our own home industries? 
Is it possible that we shall not have 
acquitted ourselves of our duty to 
Cuba until we have dealt a deathly 
blow to one of our greatest industries 
—the raising and manufacturing of 
beet sugar? 

“IT have no patience with the call- 
ing of this special session. It is a 
fad of the President’s, and a most 
unfortunate one. It means, simply, 
that Congress will be in continuous 
session from early in November until 
next June or July, for this special! 
session will merge unbroken into the 
regular ‘long’ session, which convenes 
the first Monday in December. Why

nnen reciprocity in November, when 
meeis regularly in Decem- 
ber? 


“I do not know what this special 
session will do with Cuban __reci- 
procity. The President may he able 
to whip a majority of his party into 
line. But 1 am convinced that if che 

publican Congressmen were to vote 
as they feel, they would cast a signifi- 
eant majority against the measure.” 

This, undoubtedly, expresses the 
opinion of a great majority of intelli- 
gent Americans, who are “independ- 
ent of the trust’—the sugar trust. 
Mr. Clark has given the true condi- 
tions in a nutshell, as it were. 

If it were ahother man than Roose- 
velt, the pertinacity with which the 
President urges a piece of legislation 
to which a great majority of the peo- 


ple are undoubtedly opposed might 


give rise to criticiam of the (Chief

Three-fourths of our citizens would 
resent any attempt to remove Chief 
Elton, for they appreciate the fact 
that ais administration of the de- 
partment has been highly successful 
and satisfactory, notwithstanding the 
petty and malicious assaults that have 
been made upon him. These attacks 
have been inspired partly by personal 
enmities and partly by the fact that 
the Chief has been too thorough in 
the performance of his sworn duty to 
suit the ideas of certain viciously in- 
clined persons who are at natural 
enmity (because of their evil  ten- 
dencies) with officers of the law. 
Faithful, fearless, incorruptible— 
Charles Elton, in his administration 
of the Police Department, has proved 
himseii to. be, emphatically, the right 
Man for the position. The ng of 
petty malignants who are try—mg to 
discredit him, and to secure ‘his re- 
moval, have set themselves a much 
bigger task than they can accomplish. 


R. DOWLING’S MISTAKE. 

In another column of this issue 
appears a letter from Rev. Dr. George 
Thomas Dowling defending his course 
in exploiting in his pulpit and send- 
ing to the press an anonymous letter 
attacking the leading merchants of 
Los Angeles for alleged cruelty to 
their women helpers. ! 


Dr. Dowling fails to grasp-the nub 
of the question. He is criticised by 
the merchants and their employés, not 
because he expressed sympathy for 
any suffering ‘man, woman,=beast or 
child,” but because’ he “flashed up’ 
without. the least investigation un- 
substantiated charges smirching good 
men. The manager of one of the 
best known stores on Broadway put 
it thus in an interview published in 
The Times: 

“In taking cognizance of an anony- 
mous letter, without even an  in- 
quiry, Dr. Dowling dishongred his 
calling and showed himself unworthy 
the favor the public has been pleased 
to accord him. The least he could 
have done would have been to make 
an investigation before rushing before 
the public and playing to the grand 
stand.” 

The fact is that Dr. Dowling per- 
mitted himself to be victimized by a 
cheap trick.

Los cAngeles Legislators Favor | 


Insidiution, but Noi in 
This City. 


Southern California is to have a 
State penitentiary if the plans of some 
of her Assemblymen pan out. Assem- 
blymen F. W. Barnes and John Burges 
of San Diego county visited Los An- 
geles last Saturday in connection with 
a bill that is being formulated for 
the next Legisiature, which wiil ask 
for an appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
a penitentiary to be built in Southern 
Caiifornia, it is undersvwood that inese 
gentiemen desire that the institution 
pe located in San Diego county, and 
an endeavor may be made to have it 
situated on one of the islands off San 
Diego. The Los Angeles membérs of 
the Legisiature favor the project, and 
will push it... 

Assemblyman H. 8. G. McCartney of 


Los Angeles said yesterday: “I beiieve, 
that such a bill will meet the hearty) 
support of all the representatives from | 


this section, and I am in favor of -it, 
but only on the condition that the two 
penitentiaries of the norta ate , con- 
solidjated. I -have studied the condi- 
tions up thege and know that neither 


of the two buildings is fitted for a pen-' 


itemtiary. Consolidated, the expense 
would be cut down almost enough to 
pay for running the new institution 
down here. For my part, I do not 
‘want to see the structure in Los An- 
geles county, and if the people of San 
Diego will take it, I would rather see 
it located down there. 

“The saving to the State in the mat- 
ter of transportation will be great and 
this section is growing so rapidiv that 
such an institution is becoming more 
and more necessary.” 

P. A. Stanton spoke of the project as 
follows: “The propasition of a peni- 
tentiary for Southern California was 
sounded at the last meeting of the 
Legisiaiure, and I heard several dis- 
cussions of al was thought then 
that the Gover would veto an ap- 
propriation, because of the financial 
condition of the State at that time, 
but I believe that such a measure at 
the néxt session would be successful, 
and 1 am in favor of it. Of course, 
there will be much public sentiment 
against having it located too: near Los 
Angeles, and I would rather see it go 
on an island ff possible. e expense 
of maintenance would be little more, 
and the insurance against any more 


m would be werth the 
nce. 
“The discussion of the advisability 


of building a penitentiary in Southern 
California grew out of the investiga- 
tioti in prison affairs, and the maud- 
lin sentiment against the alleged cruel- 
ties practiced. Some of those fellows 
at the Legislature wanted to have the 
convicts fed on ice cream three times 
a week, and would favor feather beds 
for them to lie on; but if there is an 
institution built down here I want ‘o 
gee it constructed on what is caNed the 
individual system, with the men in 
separate cells and the term wards in 
different parts of the building.” 

“Southern California should take all 
of the public institutions she can get,” 
said Senator <. W. Pendleton. “She 
should have had a penitentiary a long 
time ago, and I hope to see an appro- 
priation for one made by the next 
Legislature. Its location must depend 
upon the voice of the people, as I do 
not think it ought to be forced on a 
community unless it is willing to take 
it. But there is one thing certain, the 
penitentiary properties of the State 
are today inadequate, and if there is to 
be a new one built Southern Califo 
should do all it can to get it.” 

Said Henry E. Carter, who Was one 
of the members of the State prisons 
board: “1 am satisfied that this State 
must have a new penitentiary as soon 
as possible, and I will be willing to 
unite with the Southern California 
contingent in an endeavor to 
brought here. It will be economy to 
the State to have it bullt in Southern 
California, and will meap a more equal 
distribution of funds. hereas, such 
a measure would not have received the 
Governor's signature last session, at 
the next one he cannot but appreciate 
the crying need for a new and modern 
penitentiary. It is possible that if the 
penitentiary were put down here it 
would be used for the accommodation 
of the long-term wards, and that the 
minor cases would be sent up north. 
The system of not having the different 
grades more completely separated is 

Had one.” 

* “Oh, yes, a new penitentiary must be 
provided for by the next Legisiature, 
and I am in favor‘of having it built 
in. Southern California,” said J. : 
Transue. “The saving to the State will 
be great, and the distribution of the 
funds is the principal factor which 
makes it seem reasonable to expect 
that a new penitentiary will be located 
in the south, and if I am : ed I 
shall do all I can to bring it this way.

ON-IN-LAW’S HASTE 
CREMATE BODY. 
DEATH OF EDWARD 0. REBAY 

MUST BE EXPLAINED. 


Coroner’s Jury Orders Funeral Stop- 
ped and Widow and Daughter Sup- 
poenaed for Secogd Inquest—Reichel, 
Son-in-Law, It Was Suicide 
With Poison. 


There is a seeming mystery in the 
case of Edward ©. Rebay of Gar- 
vanza, who died Monday forenoon 
from the effects of a powerful dose of 
cyanide of potassium. 

The only account of the circum- 
stances available was given by Rebay’s 
son-in-law, Herman Keichel. isut nis 
testimony at the Coroner's inquest held 
at Pierce Bros’s. morgue yesterday af- 
ternoon, was not considered satisfac- 
tory by the jury. ; 

Relchel wished to have the body 
cremated this morning and the funerul 
over, but the jury ordered the cere- 
mony deferred and subpoenas were is- 
sued for the widow and Mrs. Reichel. 

Reich@] was the only witness on 
hand. He said his wife had become 
insane on learning that her father had 
committed sutcide, and that it re- 
quired the services of her mother to 
keep the young woman from doing 
something desperate. 

At $9 o'clock last night the Rebay 
home at No. 223 South Avenue 66, was 
silent, and none of the neighbors had 
had any hint of the daughter's raving, 
nor even of the suicide except from a 
meager account in the papers. 

Rebay, an Austrian of 65, swallowed 
the poison Monday morning, as state, 
although shortly before that time h 
was in cheerful spirits. 

An hour earlier, according to 
Reichel’s account, he returned from the 
liighland Park postoftice, where he had 
been talking with the postmaster. He 
went into the hack yard and to tlre 
daughter's eye appeared to be sick. 

She went to his assistance, seeing 
him doubled up with cramps. When 
she reached him she fainted. Rebsy 
and her husband helped her into the 
house. 

A few minutes afterwards Rebay re- 
turned to the yard and bent over in 
the throes of acute suffering. Reichel 
ran to give him aid, but the old man 
fell. doubled up on the ground, and 
in a few minutes. 

The above is Reichel's story told 
him even when he wouldn't admit that 
his father-in-law committed suicide.

found enough poison in the stomach 
to kill several men. 

Reichel said that he _ detected the 
ecor. of bromide of potassium on tie 
old man's breath and supposed he hai 
foes that, as there was some in the

Probably the most amusing feature 
of them all is to be a “Laughing Gal- 
lery.” By means of cunningly-silvered 
trick mirrors, the images of spectators 
are refiected back in strangely dis- 
torted shapes.

IGGEST SEPTIC TANK 
FOR LONG BEACH. 
MICROBES TO BE HARNESSED TO 
PURIFY SEWAGE. 
Preparing to Call Bond Election for 
New Double-decked Pleasure Pier. 
Centenarian Overton’s Birthday Re- 
‘calis Braddock Incident—New Club 
Formed. 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 6.—Work is well 
under way on the construction of the 
septic tank, which is to be a part of 
the city’s sewer system. It is said that 
it will be the biggest seftic tank in 
Southern California. 

Located west of the town proper, the 
tank will have a length of 582 feet, 4 
width of fourteen feet and a depth 
of four feet. It is being constructed 
of wood—two-inch stuff, tongued end 
grooved in the milling. If the city de- 
sires at any future time to make @ 
the change may 
readily be made The inlet is a pipe 
eighteen inches in diameter The out- 
let will be twenty-two-inches in diam- 
eter. The tank will be so built that 
only half of it will be directly con- 
nected with the inlet at once. While 
one-half is filling, the other half may 
be kept filled with sewage undergoing. 
the purifying process. 

The results of the septic tank sys- 
tem of sewage disposal are pretty well 
demonstrated at the Soliders’ Home 
and elsewhere. The unpurified sewage 
runs through the inlet into the tank. 
The tank is arranged with partial 
barriers or baffle boards which pre- 
vent a direct flow of the sewage to the 
outlet and keep it nearly quiet in the 
tank. After the tank has been in use 
tw or three months so that it is in 
complete operation, a hermetically 
tight crust forms on the surface of 
the sewage. The bacteria in the liquid 
work rapidly and the solid matter is 
quickly disintegrated. A small quan-

the rest is thoroughly dissolved. The 
purified sewage emerging through the 
outlet has the appearance of clear 
water.

PETITION FOR A LEASE TURNED 
DOWN IN SAN PEDRO. 

City Trustees Defer Action on Peti- 
tion—Indefinitely at Close of Hot 


Session—Will A. Harris Leads Op- 
position—Los Angeles Represented. 


SAN PEDRO, Oct. 6—Luke Kelly's 
petition for a lease of 2500 feet of wa- 
ter front for bath-house purposes Was 
practically turned down tonight. by the 
City Trustees. A prevailing motion to 
the effect that the matter be laid over 
_indefinitely was the jolt that accom- 
plished this result, and caused the 
many opponents of the scheme t6 con- 
gratulaie each other. : 

The decision of the Trustees was not 
without the customary wrangling, 
however, and at times the little Coun- 
cil chamber, which was packed to the 
doors, became so intensely heated that 
a veritable ‘“‘rough house’ would not 
have surprised the crowd, 

Kelly and Trustee Tilton did not 
take kindly to the argument of Hon. 
Will A. Harris, who appeared in be- 
half of the Los Angeles Chaniber of 
Commerce and numerous San Pedro 
property owners. Each of them made 
a few remarks, but that was 
all it amounteld to. Evidently it was 
thought to be the better policy not to 
engage in fisticuffs, inasmuch as John 


bor City today. 

Towards the latter part of the meet- 
ing Kelly arose for the first time since 
the commencement of the present 
struggic, and in a frantic effort tried 
to explain his position. He said: 

“I simply asked for a lease, and not 
a franchise, as many have seen fit to 
put it. I could not see anything 
wrong with that, and had only tfle 
best of intentions when I applied for 
it. Now ali this talk about some cor- 
poration being behind me is rot. I am 
playing it alone, and .if granted the 
lease, will do my best to carry out the 
plans in contemplation, | 

“Mr. Harris (referring to his op- 
ponent, who had just preceded him) 
may get up and ridicule this thing all 
he pleases, but that amounts to very 
little. I overheard him say this after- 
noon that he considered Booker Wash- 
ington one of the greatest men in the 
world, but because he says so doesn’t 
makedt so.” 

Kelly followed this up with ridicule, 
shouting that since so many repre- 
sentatiye people had come to Ban Pe- 
dro to “knock” his proposition, it was 
about time for a repert to come in 
from “other precincts, such as Gar- 
vanza, San Fernando and ‘Hog Hol= 
low,’ Missouri.” 

Mr. Harris was on his feet in an in- 
stant and said that it looked Mke a 
pretty shy thing to him whep one 
man wanted nearly 1,500,000 uare 
feet of frontage on which to bulld a 
cheap bath-house and bowling alley. 
“Why,” he said, “sucn an imposition 
as this is don't exist anywhere on the 
face of this wide earth. Just think of 
a franchise so valuable as this being 
given away to any one man or cor- 
poration for such purposes.” 

Mr. Harris urged the board not to 
grant Kelly's concession, adding that 
it would be madness on the part of the 
Trustees and a sin against all of the 
energies that worked so faithfully for 
the free harbor. 
“Phis is a stupendous proposition, 
géntiemen,” continued Mr. Harris. 
“Kelly is given the exclusive right to 
every strip of the water front you 
now have left, and for what purpose? 
To construct bowling alleys and bath- 


built for the whole of Southern (Caii- 
fornia by the United States govern- 
ment. Beyond any question, this fran- 
chise will be of immense value to the 
man who gets it." 
_Mr. Harris turned his attention to 
the great fight for the San Pedro har- 
bor that was waged in the United 
States Senate, and said: ‘“‘The whole 
State of California is building a monu- 
ment to the man who has given you 
this harbor—I refer to the late Stephen 
Mr. White—and urge that you gentle- 
men of the San Pedro City Trustees 
guide well your actions.” 

Col. J. O. Koepfil, chairman of the 
Harbor League Committee,, and Frank 
Wiggins, secretary of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, each addressed 
the board. . They requested that the 
petition of Kelly be denied by all 
means; that to grant it would mean 
much harm to the commercial interests 
of all Southern California. 

-Telegrama recéived late this after- 
noon by the City Clerk from the Red- 
lands Board of Trade, Riverside Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Pasadena Board of 
Trade, and Pomona Board of Trade, 
urged the Trustees not to allow Kel- 
ly’s petition, stating that it would be 
detrimental to the commercial interests 
of the Southwest.

A careful study of food 
values and of food prices, rents and 
eundr has led the statisticians to set 
21 shillirttgs 8 pence as the minimum 
weekly expenditure necessary to main-

“Now we must understand clearly 
what ‘physical efficiency’ means. Mem- 
bers of a family living on the scale 
allowed for in the estimates made must 
never nd a penny on railroad fare 
or omnibuses; they must not buy a 

nny newspaper nor expend a 
— in the purchase of/a ticket for 
popular concert, they must write 
a letters to friends or children, for 
they cannot afford to pay the post- 
age; they can give nothing to church 
or charity; the children may have 
neither toys nor sweets: the father 
must smoke no tobacco, drink no beer: 
the mother may buy,pretty clothes 
neither for herself aot her children; 
should a ame fall ill, it must be at- 
tended by h doctor; should it 
die, it al be buried by the parish. 
The worker must not be absent from 
his work for a single day: he cannot 
save, for his total earnings are ired 
for the ‘maintenance of ph l- ef- 
ficiency.” - 

“The York laborer’s average wage 
is 19 shillings, 6 pence a week; the 
smallest sum sufficient to maintain 
the physical efficiency of himself and 
his family is 21 shillings $8 pence, that 
being 12 per cent. in excess of his in- 
come. The laborer of York is a fair 
sample of the laborer of the provincial 
cities of England, and his con- 
dition and prospects are the condition 
and prospects of the mass of the Eng- 
lish workingmen. What er is it 
that year by year’ Tommy/ Atkins’ 
grows short of height and narrow of 
chest, and four out of seven would-be 
Tommies are refused enlistment papers 
because they fall short of the physical 
What signs of promise 
can that the English 
working man of the next decade will 
be able to fulfill even the modified re- 
quirements as to height, weight and 
chest measure? 

“The condition of many of those 
and women I have seen, and what I 
have seen and heard, leads me rather 
Jmplicitiy to believe Mr. Rowntree’s 
investigation was thorough and his 
conclusions accurate. Not only were 
family budgets obtained to show the 
actual cost of living, but this food was 
set out as containing 80 much of this 
or that constituent necesssary to sus- 
tain human life aceeording to recent 
scientific pronouncement; while the 
conclusion that not enough proper food 
was taken to maintain growth and 
sustain full vigor is: borne out by com- 
parative analyses given of prison and 
workhouse dietaries.

“A comparison of the average week- 
ly wages for workmen in fifteeen 
skilled trades, paid the 
Kingdom, United Statés, Germany, 
France, Austria and Italy, emphasizees 
what I have said regarding the con- 
dition of English labor. The figures 
are at least as accurate as any that 
can be obtained. When 42 shillings 
are paid out in a capital city of Eng- 
land, United States pays the equivalent 
of 75 shillings; Germany, 24 shillings; 
France, 36 shillings; Austria, 20 shil- 
lings, and Italy, 18 shillings. Broadly 
speaking jit shows that the average 
level of industrial wages in the United 
States is not far from one and one- 
half times that in the United King- 
dom; in the same way the average for 
Germany may be taken as two-thirds, 
and for France three-fourths of that 
prevailing in the United Kingdom, 
Austria and Italy bringing up the 
rear.’
